Treasury thinks it will be quite possi- 
ble, by withholding appropriations for 
all except those expenses of the gov- 
ernment which are absolutely necessary, 
aud go on uutilthc time for the regulai 
meeting of Congress in December, uns 
less Congress should change the law 
regarding the payment of coin into tho 
sinking fund.
